Per your request, please find the following formal response to your Freedom of 
Information Action request dated July 24, 2018. which follows up our verbal response and our 
arranged meeting in the matter on July 30, 2018. Please see the following response: 

1. Any reports produced by the West Virginia State Police's Professional Standards 
section that involve an internal investigation into the conduct of Trooper Nathan Stepp. 

Your request is denied, this involves an active criminal matter of the arrested subject, 
pursuant to West Virginia Code § 29B-1-4 the following exemption applies:(4) Records of 
law-enforcement agencies that deal with the detection and investigation of crime and the 
internal records and notations of such law-enforcement agencies which are maintained for 
internal use in matters relating to law enforcement. 

2. Trooper Stepp's personnel file. 

Your request is denied, pursuant to West Virginia Code §29B-l-4 (2), information of a 
personal nature such as that kept in a personal, medical, or similar file, if the public disclosure 
of the information would constitute an unreasonable invasion of privacy, unless the public 
interest by clear and convincing evidence requires disclosure in this particular instance: 
Provided, That this article does not preclude an individual from inspecting or copying his or 
her own personal, medical or similar file. 
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3. Any documents containing notice of administrative leave for Trooper Stepp. 


A search was conducted and the West Virginia State Police is not in possession of any 
of the records of your request. 

4. Any criminal complaints in the State Police's possession regarding charges filed 
against Joshua M. Settle on April 19, 2017 or April 20, 2017.
